D rew W a rra n ts 
an d How He 
S igned H is C hief’s Name. 


The trial of A. A. Montano, ex-County 
Auditor, was begun yesterday m orning 
in Department 1 of the Superior Court. 
It was discovered by the laBt Grand Jury 
that by apparent colla9ion between some 
person or persons in the Auditor’s office, 
and others in the County Clerk’s office, 
the county had been robbed to the extent 
of about $8.500. 
Frank Lauterio, Dep­ 
uty Auditor, was arrested for some of 
these frauds, and ran away. 
Subse­ 
quently, on his return, he charged th at 
his chief, A. A. Montafto, was connected 
with these steals, and on Lauterio’s evi­ 
dence the Grand Jury indicted Montafío. 
The m atter has dragged along for one 
reason or another until yesterday, when 
the trial was actually begun. 
V H . T. Gage, Etiq., Hon. 8. >M. W hite 
and H. H. Appel, Esq., appeared as 
counsel for the defendant, while Deputy 
District Attorney McComas acted for 
the State. 
The indictment sets forth that Mon- 
tafto, on the 27th of June, 1888, pre­ 
sented to the Deputy Count v Treasurer a 
certain false aud fraudulent claim against 
the county school fund for the sum of 
$3,840, on account of sundries in sundry 
school districts during the school year 
e n d i D g June 30, 1888. 
The case began at 10 o’clock, and at 
11:30 the last m an had been sworn to 
try the cause. Their names are as fol­ 
lows: G. H. Buckingham, J. B. Haynes, 
J. M. Armour, J. W. Robinson, A. Bod- 
die, H. T. Bingham, William Smith, H. 
L. Biseell, G. W. Rob:.isoo, 
H . C. 
Horine, J. A. Burns and John H. Gy wn. 
County Clerk Dunsmoor was the first 
witness called and certified to the elect­ 
ion of Montano as County Auditor and 
John W. Broaded as County Treasurer. 
Frank Lauterio waB then sworn and 
testified snbstantially: 
I am acquainted 
with A. A. Montano; have known him 
for eight years; he was County Auditor 
in 1888; I was Deputy County Auditor 
o nd erh im ; I knew about the warrant 
in question drawn upon the general 
school fund; about the month of June, 
before the Republican county conven­ 
tion was held in 1888, the warrant waa 
drawn ; it was late, about the closing of 
the office; Mr. Montaño was standing at 
the desk and I saw him draw a w arrant; 
I could not see the name, but I did sea 
the am ount; it was for $3,840; I did not 
see the num ber; by subsequent search I 
learned that it was drawn upon the gen­ 
eral school fund. 
I spoke to the defendant and said : 
“ It is pretty late to draw such a large 
w arrant.” He replied that it was his 
business, and put the warrant in his 
pocket. I do not knew what he did with 
it; this was about 5 o’clock; there was 
no other person present except Mr. Mon- 
tafio and myself. I was appointed a dep­ 
uty in 1886. I have never seen the w ar­ 
rant since; I was familiar with the busi­ 
ness of the office in 1888; my duty was 
to draw warrants and attend to any busi­ 
ness arising in the office; the bookkeep­ 
ing was in charge of M ontaño; I contin­ 
ued as deputy after this warrant was 
drawn until the expiration of Montaño’a 
term, January 1, 1889; I had a conver­ 
sation with the defendant last summer 
on Main street, near the C athedral; it 
waBat the time the Board of Supervisors 
called upon him to settle this affair. 
He 
said : “ I am in a fix about this business 
and I want you to go with me to Mr 
Mascarel.” I said: “ They will give you 
time to fix it.” 
He said: “ No, they will not; if they 
would I could fix it.” ’ 
I replied that it was b a d ; that the 
w arrant was either made out by him or 
me, and I did not make it out. 
He re­ 
plied ; “ I want you to understand that 
I am not Baying that you know anything 
about it.” He said he wanted to see 
Mascarel in order to turn some property 
over to him ; my wife was standing n e a r; 
it was about 5 or 6 o’clock in the even­ 
ing ; I never had any other conversation 
with Montano relative to this warrant. 
In answer to a question by the court 
he Baid : 
“ I saw the warrant drawn ; we 
continued to make out warrants from the 
same book until it was exhausted.” 
W hen the amount was drawn there 
was no entry made on the stub. 
On cross-examination by Mr. W hite 
Lauterio said : 
The warrant was drawn near the close 
of the office during office hours. 
It 
might have been after office hours. 
I 
am not sure. 
I guess we did not do any 
other bnsinesa. 
I went right away that 
night. I 
do not know if any other 
amount was drawn after that. 
Montaño 
and I went out. I do not know wtio 
closed the door. 
Both of us had kevs. 
Do not recollect where we parted. 
We 
put the books away before we went out. 
I think the stub-book was left on the 
desk. It might have been put inside the 
desk. 
Do not know where the janitor 
was at that time. 
As Deputy Auditor I was in the habit 
of signing the Auditor’s name to warrants. 
I did so because I considered it my duty 
to do it. 
Owing to the absence of the District A t­ 
torney from the city, some papers in his 
possession could not be had. 
So the case 
went over until today. 
It is somewhat contradictory of w hat 
Lauterio says that the warrant book from 
which this warrant was taken shows that 
this afternoon later than the making of 
this warrant one was drawn in favor of 
Harper <fc Reynolds Company for about 
$133. 
Some one drew a w arrant after 
that one this day.

His support is so good all round that 
it would be difficult to select much to find 
fault with, orto select one of the company 
from another for more favorable mention.

growing around a spring and followed 
them for some distance until they came 
to the dead body. There were the tracks 
ot two men, and in between those of the 
girl, who was little more than a child. 
Her footprints showed that she had re­ 
sisted, and bad to be dragged along by 
the two men. The father swore posi­ 
tively that he could identify the tracks of 
those of his child, and the others as the 
footprints of Miguel and Chang, i t is 
well understood that the Indian eye is 
trained to do this with unerring cer­ 
tainty.

Prof. Foshay led the gathering in sing­ 
ing “ H elp It O n,’’ a song w ith w hich the 
teachers seem ed very f am iliar, and th e 
effect of th e m usic w as deoidedly inspir­ 
ing. After th e rendering of another selec­ 
tion, Prof. Ira M ore cam e forw ard an d 
read h is annual address, w hich he said 
w as entitled “ The P resent O utlook." 
T he paper was very interesting, and

is

pected, and h as all th e uncertainty of a 
C alifornia rainy season, b n t let u b look 
-forward and Ree w hat we can reasonably 
expect w ith reference to th e public school 
system . 
In old tim es th e public school 
system of study was sim plicity itself, 
including but few branches and those fe v 
elem en tary , but now the studies have 
piled on us, as th e requirem ents of the 
tim es seem ed to dem and, until their 
nam e is legion. 
T he 6chool staggers 
u n d er th e load, and th e teacher becomes 
eith er a superficial ignoram us or an ency­ 
clopedia. 
The children have changed 
w ith th e tim es, and th is necessitates th e 
addition of m anual training in th e coarse 
of study, so th a t th e schoolhousehasnow 
becom e a university, w ith carpenter, 
blacksm ith and m achine shop attach 
m ents. 
T he reform ers of th e day have 
tu rn ed th e ir attention from th e old, case- 
h ardened sinners to th e public schools, 
a n d dem and 
so m uch tim e for in ­ 
culcating m oral precepts as to leave 
littie for an ything else. 
T ne tim e was 
w hen a m an bailo h is own honse, m ade 
h is own clothing, cooked his own m eals 
a n d did all th a t was needed for him self, 
b a t now a m an can earn m ore by doing 
o n e thing w ell th a n be could then by 
doing a h undred. 
I th in k th a t the tim e 
w i'l come w hen each art, trad e and pro­ 
fession 
will 
have 
its ow n special 
schools and leave th e public school 
to 
its 
legitim ate 
w ork 
of 
tra in ­ 
ing the child u p to th e point w here 
it can go into th e special school it m ay 
chooBe. 
A step backw ard in thi9 Sta*e 
w as the adoption of the old county sy s­ 
tem , w here each connty tau g h t th e les­ 
sons it pleased, and a teacher in one 
county m ight not be qualified to teach in 
an y other. 
I th in k an early retu rn to 
th e State system probable, and, ev en tu ­ 
ally, th a t we shall have a n ational sys­ 
tem . 
A nother step backw ard was the 
prevision, or lack of provision m ade for 
th e high schools. 
As now situated th e 
high school is not a child of th e S tate, 
b u t a stepchild, for w hich special pro­ 
vision m ust be m ade. 
T he 8tate cares 
for th e university 
and 
low er grade 
schools, th e top and th e bottom , but 
neglects the interm ediate. 
T he high 
school should not be m erely a prepara­ 
tory 
school 
for 
th e 
university, 
or 
th e grammar school 
preparatory for 
th e 
high 
school. 
Each 
should 
be 
complete 
in 
itself, 
for 
m any 
scholars end their school life 
when 
through with one or the other, and w hat 
th ey h a v e learned should be complete. 
I t is am using to look back upon th e in­ 


troduction of English teaching into our 
colleges. 
Form erlv our college boys had 
Latin for breakfast, G reek for dinner and 
a m ix tu re of both with a little H ebrew for 
supper. Knowledge less than 2,000 years 
old was looked upon with suspicion, but 
now E nglish teaching obtains in all 
schools and colleges. 
A t th e conclusion of the address tbe 
audience sang "A m erica,’’ led by Prof. 
F oshay. 
T h e tables in front of th e platform 
w ere covered w ith specim ens of wood 
carving, carpenters’ work and draw ings, 
w hich had attracted 
m uch attention 
from all th e teachers present. 
At this 
point Jam es G K ennedy, principal of 
th e Cogswell school of San Francisco, 
delivered an address on “ Industrial E d­ 
u ca tio n ," explaining th e m ethods in the 
school of which he is principal. 
The 
plan is briefly as follow s: 
Two hours 
and three quarters are devoted to th e 
ordinary studies of th e high school, two 
hours and a half are devoted to th e m an­ 
ual traiuing. T he course of norm al train ­ 
ing is three years in length. 
For girls, 
th e first year is devoted to free-hand 
draw ing from natural leaves, etc., then 
th e students are occupied in reducing 
thsse draw ings to practical decorative 
designs. 
This 
is 
followed 
w ith in ­ 
structions in clay m odeling. 
The second 
y ear they aro tau g h t wood carving and 
work from th e ir ow n designs. 
T he third 
year is devoted to m etal work. 
A girl 
having passed through this course is 
qualified to design th e decorative wood­ 
w ork of a house, and to execute th e Bame 
w ith th e proper tools. 
For tb e boys th e 
first y ea r’s course com prises lessons in 
th e use of tools; first the saw , plane and 
chisel, then in constructing various things 
from working draw ings m ade by him self. 
Iacidentailv he is taught m echanical 
draw ing to m ake him accurate, but the 
w orking draw ings are m ade w ithout the 
use of anv o ther aids than a pencil and a 
twc-foot rule. W ood-turning and pattern- 
m aking com e n ex t 
The second year Is 
devoted to iron work. 
T be bov m akes 
ch ain s, bolts, w renches, and finally a 
com plete set of tools for use in the m a 
chine 
shops 
th e 
following 
year. 
T h e 
th ird 
year 
he 
spends 
in 
the 
m achine 
shop 
and foundry. 
W hile 
talking 
M r. 
K ennedy 
exhibited 
n u m b er 
of 
quite 
difficult 
pieces m ade by boys in th e second year, 
none of w hom were over 16 years of age, 
all m ade w ithout th e use of m achinery 
and nicely hard-finished and polished. 
T he tim e devoted to ordinary studies, 
he Btated, w as about all th a t c .uld be de­ 
voted successfully to stu d y , even if the 
m anual tra in in g were om itted, as the 
ch ildren would be inclined to forget w hat 
ever th ey learned if they spent so m uch 
tim e in m erely m em orizing. 
The m an­ 
ual train in g m ade a hoy m anly and kept 
him out of all sorts of m ischief com m on 
to other schorl hoys. 
M. C. Tw ining, of R iverside, spoke of 
th e 
spelling 
book 
in 
use 
in 
tbe 
schools, 
slating 
th a t 
o ther 
text 
books 
had 
passed 
through 
m any 
changes, but spelling books, like the 
law s 
of 
th e 
Medea 
and 
Persians, 
seem ed destined 
to 
endure

change. 
H e suggested th a t it, too, 
needed to be im proved. 
A t th e c Io b b of th is address som eone 
m oved th a t th e place for th e n ext asso­ 
ciation m eeting be decided upon at once. 
After som e discussion of parliam entary 
points and several spirited speeches, it 
was decided to give Southern C alifornia 
an other association m eeting while it had 
a voting m»j >rity and could do so. 
On 
m otion of Hon Ira G. H oitt, therefore, 
tb e association returned thanks W Stock­ 
ton and decided to g • to San Diego, after 
w hich, as Prof. More rem arked, they 
would he ready to go to Stockton. 
H. 
E . Cox, vice-principal of Santa 
C ruz high school, read an excellent paper 
on “ The Spirit of th e T eacher,’’ w herein 
he alluded to th e Advantages enjoyed by 
teachers of today, counseled persever­ 
ance, patience, kindneBS and justice on 
the part of all teachers in their inter 
course w ith th eir c 1» s b h s , and instanced 
com m on errors teachers w ere liable to 
fall into. 
C onstant stndv, both of books 
and hum an nature, was urged as a neces­ 
sity for the successful teacner.and he con­ 
cluded w ith th e statem e n t: 
“ A teacher 
is th e iriend and helper of the w eak— 
that is his w ork." 
C. M. D rake, of V entura, delivered th e 
closing address of th e session on “ O rna­ 
m ental Trees and S hrubbery for School 
G rounds." 
It w a b au excellent effort to 
show the usefulness of practical botany 
as taught, by having a certain portion of 
ground planted and cared for by the 
children. 
The cost was show n to be 
sm all; th e practical uses of tb e know l­ 
edge 
obtained 
to 
be 
m any, 
aud 
m any hints given as to th e m ethods of 
work, plants, seeds or 
roots 
to be 
planted and o ther m aterials to be used. 
At tb e close of the m eeting it was a n ­ 
nounced th a t au excursion would he ruu 
to Coronado over th e S anta F e for th e 
teachers at $5 th e round trip. 
T he sec­ 
retary reported 598 m em bers credited as 
in attendance, and th e following d is­ 
patch was read :

A t 8 o’clock last n ig h t th e visiting 
teachers were tendered a reception by 
their 
fellow -tcachera of 
Loa Angeles 
county a t th e T urn V erein hall, th e in te­ 
rior of w hich was artistically decorated 
with evergreens and palm s for th e occa­ 
sion. 
A very enjoyable m usical pro­ 
gram m e was arranged under tb e direc 
tion of Mr. R L. K en t, w hich was in ter­ 
spersed with addresses by a num ber of 
prom inent citizens. 
T he proceedings com m enced w ith Sei­ 
fert’s quartette, “ More and M ore," w hich 
was very creditabiy rendered by M essrs. 
Nay, 
H am ilton, May bin and W allace, 
and a t its close Prof. Ira More in a few 
well chosen phrases introduced H on. H. 
T H azard, M ayor of Los A ngeles, who 
delivered an address of weicome. 
M ayor H azard said th a t nothing could 
give him greater pleasure th a n to w el­ 
come to Los Angeles such an organiza­ 
tion as th e one before h im , and spoke at 
some length on th e great responsibilities 
connected w ith the science of teaching.

facilities ail w ere of one m ind. 
In clos­ 
ing th e speaker said th a t Los A ngeles 
city oould not be honored m ore th an by 
receiving each an organization into its 
m idst, and he begged to extend to all a 
cordial aod heariy w elcom e on behalf of 
its c itzen s. 
H on. Ira G. H oitt, S uperintendent of 
Public Instruction, in replying said th a t 
A vear ago lost D ecem ber he had stood 
before an audience perhaps one-fourth 
th e size of th e one before him and urged 
th a t th e n ext m eeting of the teachers be 
held 
in 
Southern 
C alifornia, as he 
th o u g h t it would do th e teachers good to 
com e here, and th a t th e people here 
would be benefited by th e ir com iug. 
He felt th a t it was good to be here now 
th a t h e was here, and ho was extrem ely 
grateful for th e flattering reception they 
had received. 
H e was also glad to find 
th a t Los ADgelea was annexed to San 
Diego county by th e vote of its teachers 
and th a t th e next m eeting would be 
held there. 
He thought they ought to 
m ake th e circuit before going back N orth 
again. 
T he speaker 
paid 
a 
high 
trib u te 
to 
H on. 
S. 
M. 
W hite, 
who 
was 
on 
th e 
platform . 
M r. A. M. H aw thorne followed w ith a 
bass solo, “ D ream ing," and sang “ The 
B andit’s L ife," as an encore. 
H on S. M. W hite then addressed the 
audience, aud stated th a t he noticed he 
was dow n on th e program m e as repre 
seatin g th e trustees of the State norm al 
school. Though he had not been able to 
see bis fellow trustees, he felt confident 
th a t he was but voicing fcbeir sentim ents 
w hen he said th a t he knew of no pro­ 
fession so fast m eritiug a lofty place as 
one of 
th e first, if not th e first, in 
tb e 
adulation 
of 
m ankind 
as 
that 
of 
th e 
teachers. 
H e 
com pared 
th e condition of th e isolated pedagogue, 
w ho drew his resources from th e sam e 
volum e w hence his fathers derived their 
inform ation before him , w ith th a t of the 
m odern teacher, who h ad learned to 
take ad vantage of interchangeof thought, 
and found th a t it was not an easy th in g to 
teach. 
H e said th a t th e teacher has 
learned som ething of intellectual en ­ 
dow m ents, and th a t it was useless to 
spend m uch tim e in developing that 
which th e A lm ighty never 
intended 
should be developed, and realized that 
there were som e children who learned

than 
otherB.

Congress is contem plating th e invest­ 
m ent of $6,000,000 on a single vessel— 
not io develop the intellectuality of the 
people—but an eDgino of destruction to 
protect som eone, no one knew whom, 
when or w here. 
He descanted a t length 
upon th e appropriations m ade annually 
by th e G overnm ent for insane asylum s 
and jaile, and com pared th e am ounts to 
those appropriated for schools, and ex 
preesed th e hope th a t with a higher edu­ 
cation there w ould be le^s need for the 
form er. 
P. T. M olyneaux and P. M. F ish er also 
addressed the teachers, after w hich th e 
strangers w ere introduced aud a very 
pleasant evening passed.

HOW INDIAN TRIBES GROW. 
T eller said w hen he 
was Secretary of

th e Turtle m ountain In d ia n s, and there 
w ere th en but 300 of th em , m ostly half­ 
breeds. 
T n at nu m b er h ad now, accord­ 
ing to published statem ents, sw elled to 
over 1,900, b ut th ey w ere not A m erican 
In d ian s. 
T hey w ere M anitoba Chip- 
paw as, and if th e doors of general d istri­ 
bution were th u s opened to them all the 
C hippew as in th e country would flock 
into th e U nited 
S tates. 
T he B ritish 
C hippew as should be sent back w here 
th ey belonged. 
H e w anted to put on 
record bis denial

statem ent,

w here, th a t those In dians had been im ­ 
properly treated by th e G overnm ent of 
th e U nited States.

T he B lair E ducational bill w as then 
tak en up, an d H aw ley Bpoke in opposi­ 
tion to it. 
C ongress does not govern so 
w ell th a t it should undertake to do every­ 
thing, said H aw ley. 
T here w ere Dot 
school houses enough in th e city of 
W ashington, w here Congress had exclu­ 
sive jurisdiction. 
H alf of th e children 
h a d to atten d school 
in th e 
fore­ 
noon and half in th e afternoon. 
Con­ 
gress show ed th a t it could not 
run 
th e com m on schools of th e D istrict of 
C olum bia. 
H e found too th a t Congress 
w as n ot a success in th e m anagem ent of 
Indians, for h e read every day of charges 
th a t th e G overnm ent was robbing the 
In d ian s, an d h e h ad read recently

Cherokeen th a t th ey w ere b e in g crow ded 
out of th eir lands. 
H e found th a t C on­ 
gress w as im becile so far as th e coast d e ­ 
fenses of th e country were concerned. 
T he G overnm ent had a few cast-iron guns 
and had no protection against a first- 
class or second-class ironclad. 
Three 
o r four years ago th ere h ad been nothing 
b u t ruins of our form er brilliant navy— 
som e poor old broken-dow n ragged crip- 
pleB of ships. 
Now th e country was be­ 
ginning 
to have a 
navy, 
b u t 
still 
it 
was 
practically 
defenceless. 
He 
found 
th e 
Suprem e 
C ourt 
loaded 
dow n 
w ith 
neglected 
business,

n ial of justice all over

States, and Congress had not been able 
or w illing to reorganiza or relieve th at 
court. 
In short, he found everyw here 
proof th a t Congress was not absolutely 
wise.

H e cited statistics to show th a t from 
Ju ly 1, 1860, to Jan u ary 1, 1890, th e ex ­ 
penditures of th e G overnm ent for pen­ 
sions w ere $1,105,326,017; th a t th e ex 
penditures for pensions from M arch 4, 
1789, to Ju n e, 1861, throughout a period 
of seveaty-tw o and one-half years, were 
$80 738,325, and th e excess of pension 
disbursem ents for th e fiscal year ending 
Ju n e 30. 1889, over th e pensions from 
1789 to 1861, a period of seventy-tw o and 
one-half years, w as

H e 
severely criticized 
th e adm inistration 
of th e pension office, and cited m any

THE PEN8ION BUREAU DEPENDED. 
Petera said th a t for th e first tim e in 
th e history of th e country th e House 
had before it a careful and concise esti­ 
m ate of w hat th e expenditures of the 
pension bureau would be during the 
next, fiscal year.

W a s h in g to n , M arch 18.—The R epub­ 
lican m em bers of th e w ays and m eans 
com m ittee have finally reached an agree­ 
m ent upon th e Bugar schedule. 
They 
agreed to m ake raw sugar from No. 16, 
Dutch standard, dow n, dutiable a t 35 
per cent ad valorem , and refined sugar 
above 16, D utch stan d ard , dutiable a t 60 
per cent ad valorem . 
T his is equivalent 
to a 50 per cent reduction on m any 
gradeB of sugar, and m ore th an 50 per 
cent on otherB, and will reduce th e 
revenue from $25,000,000 to $28,000,000. 
Tnere is no provision m ade for th e pay­ 
m ent of any bounty w hatever. 
The cut in th e sugar duty w hich will 
th u s be m ade is m ore th a n two and a 
half tim es th a t proposed by th e M ills 
bill, and th e duty will be collected on 
th e value and not on th e pound, as h ere­ 
tofore. 
T he duty given to refiners is 
only 5 per cent, m ore th an th a t given to 
raw sugar. 
As No. 15, or below, will 
adm it two grades of m erchantable sugar 
fit for dom estic uses, it is hoped and be­ 
lieved th a t this will take aw ay from th e 
refiners the power to raise th e prices of 
sugar to th e consum er at will. 
T he R epublicans regard th is heavy 
redaction of sugar duties as a m ost gen­ 
erous concession to th e W estern sen ti­ 
m ent. 
T he rate fixed is low er th an th e 
rate fixed by th e Senate tariff bill, and is 
m oreover free from th e objection raised 
against th e Senate bill, v iz .: T he bounty 
clause of the Senate bill m ade a reduc­ 
tion of 50 per cent., and gave a bounty of 
1 cent par pound. 
T he action of th e R e­ 
publican m em bers of 
th e w ays and 
m eans com m ittee m akes a cut of more 
th a n 50 per cent., and elim inates th e ex ­ 
perim ent of paying a bonus to one class 
of producers directly from th e treasury. 
NEARLY ALL OTHER DUTIES INCREA8ED. 
As a rule, in th e tariff m easure p re ­ 
pared by th e R epublican m em bers of the 
H ouse com m ittee on w ays and m e a D S , 
th e duties are increased, though m any 
are low ered and slig h t additions are 
m ade to th e existing free list. 
T here is 
scarcely one of th e industries of th e P a­ 
cific C oast w hich is n o t th e recipient of an 
increased duty. 
Wool, fruits and n u ts all 
com e in for an increase, and sugar alone 
for a decrease. 
A n all-around increase 
is m ade in 
THE FRUIT SCHEDULE. 
T he duty on grapes, plum s and prunes, 
w hich at present is 1 cent per pound, is 
2 c e n ts ; figs, 2)4 cents, and an increase 
on oranges and lem ons of from 30 to 60 
cents per box, and about one-third in ­ 
crease per thousand in bulk. 
An increase of 1 cent is m ade in 
raisins, m aking th e duty 2)4 cents per 
pound; alm onds. 5 cents per pound, un- 
■ helled; shelled, 7)4 cents. 
O ther nuts 
are given also an increased duty : 
F il­ 
berts, 3 cents per po u n d ; peanuts, uu 
shelled, 1 cen t; shelled, 
cents. 
On chicory root, burned or roasted, 
th e daty is m ade 7 cents; on chocolate, 
not confectionery, 3 cents per pound, and 
cocoa, prepared or m anufactured, th e 
m e. 
THE WOOL SCHEDULE. 
W hile in a general way th e wool sched­ 
ule m ay be considered not com pleted, 
still th e m ain points have been decided 
upon. 
T ne challenge of th e so-called 
tariff reform ers h as been accepted, and 
instead of m aking free wool, th e present 
rales are retained, w ith, if anything, a 
slight increase.

M anufactured woolen goods show an 
increase also;

coBt and duty paid by th e m anufacturer 
on raw m aterial. 
ADDITIONS TO THE TARIFF BILL. 
Two bills introduced in the H ouse were 
added to th e tariff bill. 
One of these 
im poses a d nty on im ported fruit juices, 
com pounded of alcohol, of $2 per gallon 
on th e alcohol contained in th e prepara­ 
tion, and an additional duty of 25 per 
cent, ad valorem .

W a s h in g to n , M arch 18.—E ditor Rose- 
w ater, editor of th e O m aha Bee, and a 
practical telegrapher, argued before tbe 
H ouse com m ittee today on behalf of a 
postal telegraph. 
H e said bq had come, 
not to advocate any particular bill nor to 
antagonize any particular telegraph com 
pany. 
H e said he w as convinced that 
th e tim e had arrived for th e G overnm ent 
to endeavor to secure control of the tele 
graph.

The complaint that waB frequently 
heard three years ago that the city was 
growing ahead of production was true at 
that time, although it is not true now by 
any means. At no time in the history of 
Los Angeles county has there been an 
approach to the energy which has been 
and is being shown in tree planting. 
Orange orchards have been and are be 
ing planted out at an unprecedented rate, 
and considering the large profits result­ 
ing from a properly selected and skill­ 
fully tended grove this is not surprising 
Three years ago the city was distancing 
the country out of sight. Now the boot 
is on the other leg, very fortunately for 
the prosperity of this section, although 
the City of the Angels is advancing at a 
very gratifying rate in these days of 
anpposed depression. 
The planting of orange groves is by no 
m eans confined to Loe Angeles county 
nor is the setting out of new vineyards 
limited to this favored spot. In 6ac 
Bernardino the advances in all lines of 
production are simply magical. Almost 
from the crest of th e mountains beautiful 
groves of well selected citrus fruit are 
springing up, and the grapa is by no 
m eans neglected. 
We have alluded to 
the fact that, in certain quarters, appre­ 
hensions are entertained that the m arket 
may be overstocked. These are abso­ 
lutely groundless, and are held by per­ 
sons who are ignorant of the extent of 
the m arket which exists for the first 
quality of oranges. 
Statistics show that 
for a period of ten years the shipments of 
this frait from three ports of Italy alone 
—Naples, Messina and Palermo—aver­ 
aged twenty millions of dollars a year in 
▼alue. 
In addition, a taste for oranges is 
rapidly spreading all over the United 
States. 
A decade ago they were looked 
upon as a luxury, and their consumption 
was confined to the wealthier classes in 
cities. 
Now they are demanded in every 
little ham let in the land, and the chil­ 
dren of the laborer clamor for them 
as a special treat, as they were wont in 
the old days to ask for the apple. Two 
changes will undoubtedly take place, 
viz., the prices will be lowered and 
orchardists will no longer grow poor 
fruit. This is inevitable. Tne grower 
can afford to sell his oranges for a dollar 
a box on the ground, and make money. 
W ith a properly handled grove of se­ 
lected trees, somewhat advanced towards 
m aturity, thi9 price would en su tean et 
return of $150 and upward par acre. 
Fancy prices for our oranges will be 
realized for some years to come, perhaps, 
but they are not to be relied 
as a 
steady thing. 
The 
anomaly of the 
largest and finest W ashington navels of 
Southern California selling in St. Louis 
and Chicago for $1 50 a dozen, as against 
sixty cents for the highest priced Florida 
fruit, is gratifying to our pride, but it is 
not calculated to increase the demand 
for California oranges. 
We shall doubt­ 
less shortly reach a stage of production 
in which fine California oranges can be 
retailed in the Eastern cities at from 
thirty to forty cents a dozen. 
Under 
such conditions we shall have a practi­ 
cally unlimited market. 
It is really a sight to gladden one to 
take a trip 
through 
Los 
Angeles 
and the adjoining counties, and toob 
serve the tremendous strides that are be­ 
ing made is that increase of production 
which is destined in the near fu’ure to 
make this section not only self-sustain 
ing but rich beyond 
compare. 
The 
glorious stretch of country aligning the 
foothills is being set oat in orange groves, 
vineyards and orchards of the deciduous 
fruits, both in San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles 
counties. 
The 
sale of the 
Gage 
lands 
will 
be 
followed 
by 
the 
creation 
of 
numerous 
wealth- 
produciog orange groves, vineyards, or­ 
chards and farms. The water from the 
Bear Valley reservoir is about to be car­ 
ried to Perris, in San Diego county, 
where it will be used to irrigate some 
forty-seven thousand acres of rich lands. 
About Ontario tbe Dnnkards are about to 
start farms and orchards that will be 
models of thrift and productiveness 
Clear to the very edge of the city of Los 
Angeles and on all sides, between town 
and mountain, and m ountain and sea, a 
veritable cornucopia will discharge the 
lash favors of nature, the spontaneity of 
the soil being guided and increased in 
remunerative 
ou ceme 
by diversified 
farming. 
As the city of Los Angeles is the cen 
ter of all this splendid and promising 
energy, she will of course benefit from it 
beyond measure. 
Yet, strange to say, 
lands on the foothills forty miles away 
are selling today for more money than 
equally good lands, within five and ten 
milee of the city of L ob Angeles, great 
and certain ai her future is. 
You can 
boy the rich soil of the 8an Francisqnito 
and 6an Felipe Logo ranches for half the 
money demanded for those in th9 neigh­ 
borhood of Ontario and other promising 
new settlements, although the former 
were worth $100 an acre when the latter 
would have been hard of sale at $1. 
H iere is something anomalous in this, 
a n d it will regulate itself in tim e. There 
a brisk trading in land and movement 
m values all around us. I t will not be 


long before the queen county and city of 
California will catch the contagion of en­ 
hancing values as she has certainly 
caught the infection of increased pro­ 
duction. There are lively times ahead, 
founded on good and conscientious work, 
for a section which, three years ago, fool­ 
ishly relied rather on boom than work. 


P«or><»plrltetf m illio n a ir e s. 
Outside of New York there is proba­ 
bly not a city in the United 8tates 
which can boast of more millionaires 
than San Francisco. She has garnered 
in her capacious vaults the accumula 
tions of the energy and usury of the 
State from the Argonauts downwards. 
W hatever mining and money-lending 
could add to her store has been grasped 
without cessation. The roll of her pluto­ 
crats is most impressive, and embraces 
individuals as rich as old Midas himself, 
such as Stanford, Haggin.Tevis and so 
on, almost ad infinitum as to both num ­ 
ber and wealth, down to men like Jim 
Phelan, who could probably not make a 
■how of over fifteen or twenty millions 
The Toll-taker by the Sea has of late 
years beeu fond of boasting of her riches 
and prosperity. 
Her journals have con­ 
gratulated themselves upou the upward 
movement of her real estate, upon the 
advance in manufactures, the activity of 
her shipyards, the thronged state of her 
wharves, the splendid exhibits of her 
banks, and upon 
sundry and 
other 
indicia of her greatness and well-being. 
Yet Wben tbe fact is discovered that the 
city of Sad Francisco contains ten thou­ 
sand starvinc m en, and her leading citi­ 
zens gather in m ass to devise a remedy 
for all this dire distress, after bes'irring 
themselves for weeks, a sickly $20,000 is 
all that can be raised.

IRRECONCILABLE. 


Prince Bismarck’s Resigna­ 
tion Accepted. 


THE GERMAN POPULACE EXCITED. 


Tbe Breach Between tbe K inp°rar| 
and Chancellor Said to be 
Irreparable. 


A ssociated P ress D isp atch es to th e H er a l d . 


B e k m n , March 18, 5 p. m.—Prince 
Biemarck tendered his resignation last 
night, and the young Emperor, after de­ 
laying till noon, decided to accept the 


g am e , and made a formal announcement 
to th at effect. 
The rupture between the Chancellor 
and Em peror created a profound sensa­ 
tion here, and all day long the public 
resorts have beeu crowded with persons 
excitedly discussing the evont. 
A large 
and curious crowd 
surrounded 
Bis­ 
marck’s palace all afternoon, and around 
the Em peror’s palace an equally anxious 
throng has been waiting all day. 


CA U SE O F T IIK R U P T U R E . 
It is stated in well-informed political 
circles that the present difference be­ 
tween tbe Emperor and Bismarck is 
irreconcilable. 
It arises from the Chan­ 
cellor’s refusal to accede to the request 
of Dr. W indthorst, leader of the clerical 
party in Germany, to restore to the 
Duke of Cumberland, the claimant of 
the throne of Hanover, the larger por­ 
tion of the Guelph fund. 
The attitudo 
of the Em peror in opposing Bismarck in 
this m atter is taken as an indication of 
his desire to conciliate the clerical party. 
If tbe Government is to secure a work­ 
ing majority in the new Reichstag it cm - 
not well get on without the party of the 
Center, which Dr. W indthorst controls. 
The report is repeated that the Em­ 
peror proposes to appjint General Von 
Caprivi, who is now commander of the 
Tenth Army Corps, to the Chancellor­ 
ship. 


ALL THE PRU8SIAN MINISTERS RESIGN. 
Soon after Bismarck’s resignation was 
sent to the Em peror, all the members of 
the Prussian ministry tendered their 
resignations, also. 
W hen the public worship estimates 
came up for discussion in the lower house 
today, Dr. W iadthorst said it had been 
his inteution to review the position of the 
Catholics in Prussia, but that he would 
desist, owing to the uncertainty of the 
political situation. 
The Em psror has called a meeting of 
the commanders of the various army 
corpa. 
He had a conference with the 
Minister of W ar this afternoon. 


TH IN G S T H A T H E L P E D T H E C R IS IS ON. 
New Y ork, 
March 
18.— A 
Herald 
cable from Beriin, speaking of Bismarck’s 
resignation, says: The final decision 
seemH to have been helped on by certain 
changes in the Prussian ministry, un­ 
welcome to Prince Bismarck. 
Híb con­ 
ferences with 
Dr. 
W indthorst 
have 
aroused great hostility, and the Cologne 
Gazette and other influential journals 
openly threatened him if he persisted in 
his endeavors to form an alliance with 
the clerical party. The Chancellor often 
threatened to leave Diem “ in the mess” 
if they interfered with him. The division 
of opinion between Bismarck and the 
Emperor was radical as to methods. The 
Chancellor does not wish to be in power 
or be held even partly responsible for the 
consequences of the headstrong Em pe­ 
ror’s unsucces-ful experim ents in bridling 
socialism. 
He disapproved of the Labor 
Conference, and the return to power of 
M. Constans, the French Minister, who 
resigned because a delegation was to be 
sent to the Em peror’s Labor Conference. 
This greatly annova the Emperor, and 
Prince Bismarck foretold it.

A GIGANTIC FRAUD.

N e w Y o r k , March 18.—A Fredericks­ 
burg, Va., special to the Herald states : 
One of the most gigantic schemes of 
fraud and forgery probably known in the 
country wag made public today. 
It is a 
suit brought by Dr. Harrison W agner, 
evidently an adventurer, against the 
Adams Express Company for $1,564,875. 
The signatures to the documents were 
forged, and when Lawyer W hite was 
asked to represent the plaintiff in the 
suit, he denounced the scheme as a 
fraud, and notified the officers of the ex­ 
press company. An exam ination proved 
to their satisfaction that forgeries had 
been committed and the Commonwealth’s 
attornoy was put to work. 
A firm of at­ 
torneys in Mecklenburg, where the judg­ 
ments are alleged to have been obtained, 
reported Wagner a fraud. 
Wagner, so far, has been kept in ig­ 
norance of the actiouB of the State an d 
the express company. 
The latter’a rep­ 
resentatives will go to Stafford tomorrow 
and endeavor to obtain an indictm ent 
against Wagner. 
Wagner appeared at 
Stafford courthouse February 25th and 
saw Clerk Bryan ab3ut filing a snit. 
He 
was staggered when informed th at the 
writ tax on a suit of that amount would 
be nearly fifteen hundred dollars.

The contestant alleges that by reason 
of the malconduct of the several boards 
of election, W. D. Comstock has beerf un­ 
lawfully, fraudulently and unjustly de­ 
clared the duly elected First Trustee of 
Sacramento, and for the same reason Eu­ 
gene D. Gregory has been unlawfully,

W ukrkas, A member of this boariPdid falsely 
and surreptitiously obtaiu from the secretary's 
table aud deliver the same to tne reporter of 
the Los Augeles Times for publication, there 
lore be it 
Resolved, That it is the sense of this Board 
ol Educrtion that the member wbo so ob­ 
tained said comm unication aud wilfully gave 
the same to 6atd reporter for publication is 
fQilty of our coutem pt and punishm ent, aud 
v ie w he arises and exDlaius the cause of his 
aft, an im m ediate Investigation sb&li be made 
with a view of exonerating tbe innocent aud 
punishing .h at guilty member who so faith­ 
lessly violated his obligations due to the deter 
minatiou aud judgm ent of this board, and that 
unless the said offender a ises and explaius 
the canse of his viclatioa of the solemn judg­ 
m ent of this board, we shall be forced to con- 
elude th at he la a 6neak and a coward who is 
personally afraid of oar injured m ember, Mr.
